Evidence Goes to Show That Women 
Are as Level.Headed as Men 
The question has been debated dur 
the Jast few days whether women ju- 
rors can stand, or ought to be expect- 
ed to stand, the ordeal of a long crim. 
inal trial. It is one of great import 
ance, since every day women serve 
on juries as part of the obligation en- 
tailed by equal citizenship with men. 
But the objections that have been 
offered to the presence of women on 
juries are not convincing, and they 
are more than balanced by testimony 
to the value of a woman's point of 

view in deciding a dilficult issue. 
There have been rare instances of 

loss of self-control by women jurors. 

Against this must be set the assur. 


Robert Wallace, the chairman of the 
County of London Sessions, that wo- 
men are as level-headed as men, and 
and that if juries have changed at all 
since women sat on them they have 
become more intelligent. The human 
appeal cannot be ruled out of any 
court of law; but there is no ground 
for believeing that women are more 
apt than men to allow it to influence 
their judgement.

By C. W. Peterso” 


The export products.gf the farm ara 
|subject to the inexorable law of sup- 


ply and demand. An excess of peo- 
duction in any year throughout the 
world, often results in prices so low 
that the margin of profit is eliminatea, 
Unitke many manufacturing prodaecs 
{t is not usually feasible or preeti 
fo store agricultural products for a 
long period of time awaiting change 
in market conditions. Then, too 
often, the farmer has borowed money 
for a stated period and must io 
meet his obligations. The price of his 
ehfef products such as grain, meats 
and daffy products are affected not 
only by home cemand, but the surplus 
lof these commodities must compete in 
foreign markets with other producing 
countries, having varyiag conct ions 
jof labor and transportation. Because 
these farm products must mee; com. 
petition on the basis of supply and de- 
}mand in these various “World Mar. 
kets,” it fs obyious that the cost of 
transportatidén must in the ordinary 
cause be deducted before the producer 
fe paid 

If the Alberta farmer wishes to buy 
an automobile he pays the Windsor 
|} price plus freight. If he wishes to 
sell wheat in Liverpool he receives 
|the price of wheat tn Liverpool less 
the frelght, and other ineidentat 
|charges. The farmer pays the trans- 
| portation cost on both the auto and 
| his wheat. He must meet in the Liver-
